There is an old saying, “God helps 
those who help themselves.” There 
are many who believe this to be true. 
Allow me to revise it to read, “God 
helps those who cannot help them- 
selves.” Now, the Bible agrees to this, 
and nowhere within its pages can be 
found anything to make us doubt the 
truth of this statement. 

There are thousands of sick people 
in the world today, and many of God’s 
children who know nothing or very lit- 
tle about divine healing. Shall we let

Divine healing is the act of God’s 
grace, by the direct power of the Holy 
Ghost and the application of the blood 
of Jesus Christ to the human body, by 
the which we are set free from sick- 
ness and disease and restored to 
soundness and health. 

There are many promises in the Bi- 
ble that divine healing was to be a 
blessing obtainable by the people of 
God. We find it given to the children of 
Israel in a special covenant promise, 
“.,.If thou will diligently hearken to 
the voice of the Lord thy God, and 
wilt do that which is right in his sight, 
and wilt give ear to his command- 
ments, and keep all his statutes, I will 
put none of these diseases upon thee, 
which I have brought upon the Egyp-

ee. And ye shall serve the Lord 
your God, and he shall bless thy bread, 
and thy water; and I will take sick- 
ness away from the midst of thee,” 
Exodus 15:26; 23:25. 

The Bible proves that the people of 
God ever enjoyed divine healing, for 
we read that even before this covenant 
blessing was promised’ the physical 
condition of the people was perfect, 
which indicates clearly that God has 
a special interest in their health. 
Psa. 105:37. There were at least two 
and one-half million people in 
the exodus from Egypt and there was 
not one feeble person among their 
tribes. Moses enjoyed this blessing in 
a special manner. Deut. 34:7. So also 
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did Caleb experience an unusual 
preservation of health to an old age. 
Joshua 14:10,11. David, personally, 
knew of the benefits and blessings of 
healing. Psa. 6:2; 30:2; 103:1-4. 
When Israel lived up to the covenant 
conditions they all had the benefits of 
healing and health. Psa. 107:20; 2 
Chron. 30:20. Hezekiah had a person- 
al experience of the same type. 2 Kings 
20:1-5. 

The blessing of healing was not only 
promised to the Jews; it was given 
in prophecy as a redemptive blessing, 
which, together with all other gospel 
blessings through Christ, is offered to 
both Jew and Gentile. Gal. 3:27-29. 

There is much said in prophecy 
about divine healing and I will give 
you a few verses, but the rest can be 
read in your leisure. 

“Then the eyes of the blind shall be 
opened, and the ears of the deaf shall 
be unstopped. Then shall the lame man 
leap as an hart, and the tongue of 
the dumb shall sing,” Isaiah 35:5, 6. 

This very prophecy is referred to by 
Jesus in Matt. 11:5,6, where it was 
daily being fulfilled, “The blind receive 
their sight, and the lame walk, the lep- 
ers are cleansed, and the deaf hear, 
and the dead are raised up, and the 
poor have the gospel preached to 
them.” 

Another very plain prophecy is 
found in Isaiah 53:4a, “Surely he hath 
borne our griefs, and carried our sor- 
rows.” Fulfillment of this wonderful 
voice of inspiration is found in Matt. 
8:17, “Himself took our infirmities and 
bore our sickness.” Isaiah 53:5, “With 
his stripes we are healed.” Also read 
1 Peter 3:24, where this is fulfilled. 

These prophecies all point to the 
redemptive work of Jesus, and find 
their center in the cross. The follow- 
ing references will enable you to see 
that more is said in prophecy of the 
Old Testament with the fulfillment in 
the New Testament about healing. 
Isaiah 42:7; 61:1; Luke 4:18-21; Mal. 
4:2; Matt. 4:16; Luke 1:78, 79. 

Jesus worked in every respect, in His 
life, ministry, death and resurrection, 
just according to the redemptive plan. 
His words and deeds are the divine 
expression of this redemptive plan, 
and we can. clearly see that healing 
for the body is placed upon an equal 


with healing for the soul. Both are 
obtained upon the same grounds— 
obedience and faith. 

One may obtain salvation without 
healing. While both are obtained by 
faith, they may not both be obtained 
by the same act of faith. Jesus will be 
to us just what our faith takes Him 
to be, and He will heal all who come 
to Him in faith. Matt. 4:23; 12:15. 

In the scriptures it is said that the 
people came to Him for healing, and 
followed Him. Yet, at Nazareth where 
He had been reared, He could do no 
great miracles because of their unbe- 
lief. At Capernaum, where some of 
His most remarkable healings were 
wrought, the people were an unbe- 
lieving people. Out of nineteen of the 
most prominent individual cases of 
healing in the ministry of Christ and 
His apostles, twelve are where their 
faith is spoken of, and the remaining 
ones are mentioned sufficiently to 
show that faith brought about the 
healing in each case. 

Jesus did not heal for the sole pur- 
pose of establishing His divinity and 
gaining popularity, but He healed ac- 
cording to the law of redemption, and 
because of His great compassion to 
suffering humanity. Matt. 14:14. 

Healing did not cease when Jesus 
finished His earthly ministry and after 
the death of the apostles, as some 
would have us to believe. He told His 
disciples to make other disciples in 
all nations. Matt. 28:19. One of the 
signs that was to follow those that 
believed in their preaching was the 
healing of the sick through the laying 
on of hands. Mark 16:18. 

Some teach that healing was only 
for the beginning of the gospel dis- 
pensation, but the Bible does not 
teach that. Of course, some so-called 
ministers will quote 1 Cor. 8:10, stat- 
ing that divine healing is “That which 
is in part.” However, this is erroneous. 
If there ever has been a time in this 
dispensation when it could have been 
said with reference to the full pos- 
session and manifestation of the gos- 
pel blessings, that “That which is 
perfect is come,” it was when the 
Holy Ghost came at Pentecost. We 
see after this, however, mighty works 
of salvation and healing, and they

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Youth for Christ To Send Evangelists 
to Britain 


CHICAGO.—The Youth for Christ 
movement will send a team of five 
evangelists to the British Isles in 
October “to bring 1,000,000 British 
young people into Youth for Christ,” 
it was announced here. 

The team, which will be headed by 
the Rev. Billy Graham, Youth for 
Christ vice-president, will include 
George Wilson, Minneapolis YFC di- 
rector; J. Straton Shufelt, Wheaton, 
Til., gospel singer; and Cliff and Billie 
Barrows, YFC field workers. 

“Never before has Great Britain 
been in such a desperate spiritual de- 
pression as that in which she now 
finds herself,” said Graham, who last 
year covered more than 120,000 miles 
in preaching missions. 

“With less than one per cent of the 
young people attending church, Eng- 
lish political, social and church lead- 
ers recognize that Great Britain will 
be pagan in the next generation, un- 
less a spiritual awakening takes place. 

The team of evangelists will stay in 
the British Isles for six months.” 

This is the third overseas project 
scheduled by the Youth for Christ 
movement in recent weeks. A group 
of evangelists has aready left for Hol- 
land, and Peter Deyneka, director of 
the Russian Gospel Association, has 
gone to Poland for a tour under the 
auspices of Youth for Christ.—RNS.

Thirteen Ways To Kill a Pastor 


If carefully followed, these thirteen 
methods “will kill any preacher on 
earth; will kill his influence, kill his 
ambition, kill him mentally, morally, 
spiritually, and physically.” 

“Stay away from church, especially 
when you know only a handful will be 
present. Stay away from the Wednes- 
day evening prayer service because 
there never is a large group present. 
When the sermon is over, leave. the 
church in a hurry without speaking a 
word of encouragement to the pastor. 
When you get sick, don’t let him know 
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about it, and then criticize him for 
not coming to see you. 

“Never invite him or his family out 
to dinner in your home. They never 
enjoy a social hour. Pay just as little 
as you can to the church and then 
always grumble about the church 
wanting money. 

“Never give up your allegiance to 
your former pastor. Constantly quote 
him in all things, keep him in contact 
with everything that is going on, and 
ask his decision in the matters of the 
church. Never give your pastor any- 
thing except what you promised. This 
might make him think you appreciate 
him. 

“Always have some fool excuse 
when he wants you to do something 
in the church. That is what you pay 
him for. Never call at the pastor’s 
home, but raise ‘Billy Cane’ if he does 
not visit you once or twice a week. 

“Don’t ever offer to help in any way, 
for he might think you are ‘butting in.’ 
Act as cold and indifferent toward him 
as you can and he will think you are 
dignified. Never bestow any kindness 
upon him or his wife on their birth- 
days, wedding anniversary, pastoral 
anniversary, Christmas, etc. Just for- 
get them entirely, for they might think 
you love them. These little remem- 
brances would be tog kind.”—Broad- 
way Baptist Church Times, given by

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FINAL REPORT ON MY LATEST 
WORLD-MISSION TOUR 
J. H. Ingram, Field Representative 

I was gone exactly one year on my 
recent round-the-world mission tour 
that took me to Australia, Tasmania, 
Ceylon, India, Persia, Iraq, Turkey, 
Syria, Palestine, Egypt, Italy and some 
small native states. 

While in Australia I preached for 
the Elim Foursquare Gospel Church, 
the Assemblies of God, and other 
groups. The Elim Foursquare Gospel 
Church of Australia decided to line 
up with us in the Church of God work. 
The Foursquare people of Australia 
were an independent group, compris- 
ing nine churches, presided over by 
Rev. Cyril E. Mortimore. I stayed six 
weeks in the home of Brother Morti- 
more and enjoyed wonderful fellow- 
ship with him and his lovely family. 

During my six weeks’ stay in India, 
we held our annual convention, where 
about six thousand people were in 
attendance. Brother Cook had a nice 
program arranged and God wonder- 
fully blessed in each service. The cen- 
tral theme throughout the South In- 
dia convention was “Unity.” 

Because of new passport regulations, 
I was detained for nearly a month in 
the Holy Land, waiting orders from 
the Foreign Office in Cairo, Egypt. 
During my visit to Palestine, I 
preached at different places in the 
Holy City of Jerusalem, where one 
church group, some Armenian people, 
lined up with the Church of God. 

In Egypt, the ancient land of the 
Pharaohs, twenty-four more churches 
and missions, with a membership of 
about sixteen hundred, joined our 
fellowship. Owing to the fact that 
another group was already organized 
as the “Church of God in Egypt,” our 
people had to use a prefix or suffix in 
registering the work now recognized 
by the Protestant Church Court of 
Egypt and the Sudan, as the “Pente- 
costal Church of God.” Rev. Boutros 
Labib founded this work about thirty- 
five years ago, and he has pastored the 
central mission at Dair El Jarnous 
during this time. The doors of this 
church have never been closed since 
the work was founded, in 1911. At 
Dair El Jarnous, a revival had been 


going on for three months, with about 
three hundred people saved and most 
of them had received the blessings of 
sanctification and the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. We baptized one hun- 
dred and forty-six men and boys in 
Joseph’s Canal, and about one hun- 
dred and fifty women and girls were 
waiting to be baptized in the church 
baptistry. We are not permitted to 
baptize women outside the church, 
according to Egyptian customs. Most 
of our people are land workers from 
the small villages, and live much like 
their ancestors lived four thousand 
years ago, although we have several 
churches in cultural centers, like 
Cairo, the capital, and Alexandria. 

From Egypt, we sailed for Naples, 
Italy, where I finished my war-time 
work as Foreign Service Pastor. We 
were in service with the Graves Regis- 
tration Unit at one of our war ceme- 
teries in Italy on May 30, Decoration, 
or Memorial Day. The army people 
brought me back to New York on one 
of their transport ships. 

Space will not permit it, but I should 
like to mention some interesting con- 
tacts we made in such noted places as 
Ur of the Chaldees, Babylon, Nineveh, 
and Damascus. 


CONVENTIONS 

On December 31 of last year, we 
were commissioned to take up duties 
in the Church of God in the Domini- 
can Republic. We were pleased to 
find the work in the hands of Brother 
J. W. Archer and Brother Carl J. 
Hughes. Brother Hughes and Brother 
Archer left us very soon after our 
arrival, and we began what proved to 
be a very pleasant task. God was with 
us in all we undertook for the Church. 
Our brethren on this island are a nice 
group of men. They were ready to 
take hold of our program as soon as 
they were able to see through it all, 
and work it to the good of the Church. 
The work is somewhat smaller than 
the Puerto Rican work, though it is 
many years older. However, I feel 
confident that in a few more years it 
will be doing greater things for the 
Church. We have an able man in 
charge of the work there, and he is 
not only a good preacher to his own 





people but he understands the doc- 
trines and program of our work. Re- 
member this good man and his family 
when you are calling on God for the 
missionaries. 

Brother Carl J. Hughes and his wife 
came to us on the 11th of April for a 
series of visits and services in the 
Republic. We left our own beautiful 
city (Ciudad Trujillo) for the moun- 
tains and wide-open mission fields. We 
went afoot and on horseback on some 
of our journey. We slept in huts and 
hotels, ate good and bad food, but God 
was with us in all the tests. We were 
able to accomplish the purchase of an 
acre of land and a building for the 
Church of God in the northern sec- 
tion of the Republic. Brother Hughes 
was busy making pictures of all this 
section of the field, and I am sure th 
all who will be privileged to see the 
pictures will appreciate their work in 
this republic. Our wives met us on 
Tuesday morning, and we journeyed 
up over the mountains to a beautiful 
little mountain town for the first con- 
vention ever to be conducted in the 
Republic. This convention was a suc- 
cess and it seemed to instill in our 
people the desire to give themselves 
wholly unto the work of the Church. 

Friday, this same week, we left for 
the work in Puerto Rico (my wife and 
children having left for the United 
States) and our great annual conven- 
tion. We were pleased to find the work 
prospering and growing. ‘Our precious 
Brother Collazo had given much of 
his time to get our itinerary prepared 
so that we could cover most of our 
work in the short time that we had 
before the convention. Brother Hughes 
joined us after his visit in St. Thomas. 
We went into some new fields and 
opened the work for the Church. We 
approved some new projects, and 
deeded some new church buildings 
the Church, as well as receiving th 
entire membership. Only by visiting 
Puerto Rico can one get a real view 
of the Church’s progress and an ap- 
preciation of the work that those 
precious men are doing for the Church 
of God. 

The convention opened on schedule 
with the power and presence of God 
to see us through. Many good sermons 
were given by our local men, sermons 
with power and spirituality, sermons 
that American preachers could appre- 
ciate and enjoy. Everyone of our 
brethren worked faithfully to see his 
part of the convention a success. Al- 
though it ran into hundreds of dollars 
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and required much work, our brethren 
paid the way and had money to spare 
at its closing. Brother Hughes was 
greatly impressed with the line of 
order and government with which this 
convention was conducted. Maybe it 
would be good to assure you that these 
people have accepted the Church of 
God’s government and order of busi- 
ness, just as you have it here at home. 

In the few short months that we 
have been working as an organized 
church in Puerto Rico, the Lord has 
set His approval upon the work and 
the Church of God is now second only 
to one other Pentecostal organization. 
If God continues His favors and 
blessings upon our work there, it will 
be only a few years until we'll be 
leading in membership and attend- 

nce, as well as spirituality and in- 


a 
Quence. Brother Antonio Collazo, who 


is now acting as assistant supervisor to 
Brother Carl J. Hughes, is certainly 
proving himself a great man of wis- 
dom and ability. He understands his 
own people and has a spirit of LOVE 
and CONSIDERATION that gets him 
into the homes and hearts of the 
people. His work of the past speaks 
for him. He suffered for sometime as 
a local pastor in a small church, but 
today he has the largest Pentecostal 
church in the entire Island; and since 
Pentecost is the leading Protestant 
movement down there, he has the 
leading church among them all. It is 
indeed gratifying to know that all this 
work is deeded to you and is the prop- 
erty of the Church of God. The Church 
now has many buildings in the Island 
and will soon be widening her borders 
to take over other properties. It will 
be well to state that these transactions 
are the desires of the local congrega- 
tions (and other enterprises) that 
unite with us and deed their proper- 
jes. It certainly was not the policy 
f the superintendent in charge to get 
out and solicit a union with these 
various groups; but it was his pleasure 
to interview interested parties and 
present them the Church of God just 
as you know it here in America. 


Immediately after the convention, 
Brother Hughes and his wife left 
Puerto Rico for the work in Barbados. 
I should like to express here in this 
little report, my profound gratitude 
and appreciation for the work and 
faithfulness of this great consecrated 
worker and his wife. I am sure that 
the Mission Department and the 
brethren in charge can see the bless- 
ing of God in their move to establish 
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this office of “West Indies Superin- 
tendent.” Brother Hughes has proven 
himself capable and willing to handle 
whatever charge devolves upon him. 
His faithfulness in his correspondence, 
his faithfulness to attend to the de- 
sires of his brethren with whom he 
worked, and his staunchness and will 
to carry out the program of the Church 
of God, is certainly appreciated yb all 
those who work with him. The men 
and brethren of Puerto Rico extend to 
him and his wife their heartfelt appre- 
ciation for their work. Remember the 
work that Brother Hughes is doing. 
His health is impaired by the constant 
contact of filth and germs he encoun- 
ters in these islands, and today he is 
suffering from fever and exertion. 
Soon after our farewell service in 
Santiago, Dominican Republic, we left 





for the tasks awaiting us in the States. 
We are now preparing for the long- 
desired work in India. Please remem- 
ber us to the Lord in your prayers. I 
should like to express my appreciation 
to members of the mission depart- 
ment for their kind cooperation and 
untiring efforts to make our work 
pleasant and successful. I should like 
to make special mention of Brother 
Cross, who has been very attentive 
to our work and interests, and who 
has had much to do with the growth 
of missions in the past few years.

Tithe Your Pra yers

One-tenth of everything we own be- 
longs to God. If it were not for God, 
we would not have money, health, or 
possessions. Then, if one-tenth of 
everything we possess belongs to God, 
our time must likewise belong to our 
Creator. 

The Bible tells us to pray unceasing- 
ly. So many of us fail in prayer that 
we do not accomplish the things in 
our lives we want to and should. Tith- 
ing our prayers is something each of 
us can do. It costs nothing; it gains 
much and repays tenfold. 

The first six minutes of our first 
rising hour belongs to God. We may 
use this time to dedicate our lives 
afresh for this day, and ask God’s 
blessing on us, that we do our best for 
Him and keep His will. Then we go 
about our duties. 

Now, comes our second hour. We 
owe God the first six minutes of this 
hour. We may pray for our national 
emergency. 

“Bear ye one another’s burdens, and 
so fulfil the law of Christ,” Gal. 6:2. 

“The effectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much,” James 
5:16b. 

As we return to our tasks, we medi- 
tate upon God’s Word for fifty min- 
utes. 

Along comes our third hour. The 
first six minutes belonging to God, we 
shall likely pray for the backslidden, 
that they will find Christ precious to 
their souls. 


“T have seen his ways, and will heal 
him: I will lead him also, and re- 
store comfort unto him and to his 
mourners,” Isa. 57:18. 

Then our fourth hour, and the first 
six minutes belonging to God, we 
perhaps shall pray for sinners, that 
God will save them. 

“Brethren, if any of you do err from 
the truth, and one convert him; Let 
him know, that he which converteth 
the sinner from the error of his way 
shall save a soul from death, and 
shall hide a multitude of sins,” James 
5:19, 20. 

Then we go on with our earthly du- 
ties,.yet spiritually, with the Lord. 

During our fifth hour, the first six 
minutes we pray for the sick. Some 
are soul-sick as well as bodily. We 
pray for Gods virtue to so touch them 
that they may be completely made 
whole, 

Now we are nearing our midday. 
Usually, we are assembled for our 
lunch hour in our sixth hour. More 
than likely, we will dedicate this six 
minutes to asking God’s blessing upon 
our food. 1 Cor. 11:29, 33, 34. 

In our seventh hour, the first six 
minutes may be dedicated to praying 
for the needs of our family (1 John 
3:22), which we shall receive if we 
do not ask amiss (James 4:3). 

Our eighth hour brings us pretty 
well into the afternoon, when we can 
dedicate our six minutes of tithe

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Nehemiah ’s Reformation 


Nehemiah, I3th Chapter 


Eliashib the priest, having the over- 
sight of the house of God, was care- 
less and remiss in his devotions. As a 
result, Moabites and Ammonites had 
joined the church. These were called 
“the mixed multitude,” and were ex- 
pressly forbidden of God to join the 
congregation of Israel forever. The 
reason was “because they cursed Is- 
rael when they were passing through 
their land en route to Canaan.” 

No wonder then that God barred 
them from the congregation, they 
were Israel’s curse. Anything that 
causes the curse doesn’t belong to 
God’s house nor God’s people. Israel 
must move the curse and the cause. 
One so-called great preacher of today 
says in his book: “Death to nature is 
a miserable sophism, and the carnal 
mind is still a part of my being.” 

That the carnal mind is still a part 
of his being I do not doubt, but it is 
that sinful part, that part “which is 
enmity against God: it is not subject 
to the law of God, neither indeed can 
be.” And Jesus Christ came to con- 
demn it to death. It is that which 
causes the curse, and should be dealt 
with as such. 

When the Moabites and Ammonites 
came into the congregation, they 
dragged in with them certain unclean 
vessels and foreign furniture. This is 
always the case, the devil’s crowd will 
drag in the devil’s furniture. So the 
house of God was greatly profaned 
and polluted. I think it would be good 
for us as individuals to consider this 
material house as an example of the 
temple of our body: “Know ye not 
that your body is the temple of the 
Holy Ghost ... if any man defile the 
temple of God, him will God destroy.” 

Nehemiah was absent when all this 
took place. He says, “In all this time 
I was not at Jerusalem.” Had he been 
there, things would have gone differ- 
ently. We should never lose this vision, 
that the overseer is responsible for the 
ministry of the church. This doesn’t 
mean that he can keep all of us in the 
middle of the road at all times and in 
all things, but it does mean that he is 
to take a definite stand for truth at 
all times and in all things; and when 
he does this, God will furnish the im- 
possible part, and the work will pro- 
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gress though the gates of hell swing 
against it with all force. 

When Nehemiah came to Jerusalem 
and found the house of God in such a 
profaned and polluted state, it is said 
that “it grieved him sore.” God’s true 
preachers are not optional when the 
sin question arises; and it is a bad 
sign when they had rather sit by neu- 
tral rather than stir themselves to 
fight the curse and its cause. Worldli- 
ness is an instrument of trouble in the 
church, and unless we trouble our- 
selves to get it out, it will get us out. 
“The camel and the miller can’t live 
in the same tent.” 

So Nehemiah set his heart to redress 
the grievances, and purge out the cor- 
ruptions which had crept in in his ab- 
sence: and the whole scene is a pic- 
ture of a revival, both individually and 
generally. Let us look at it as such, 
and let us follow the pattern. The 
first step was 


THEY READ THE BOOK 


Revivals are ordered after the pat- 
tern of God’s Book. The gospel of 
God’s Word is the power of salvation 
for them that believe. Unless our con- 
verts are begotten of the Word, they 
are unreal and will soon fall away. 
This is why the religion of many 
lasts no longer than the revival; there 
was too much singing and dancing, 
music strumming, and feasting, and 
not enough “reading the law.” Ne- 
hemiah understood that God’s law 
Book was the only authority by which 
to purge the house and reform the 
people: and the reading of the Book 
discovered 

WHAT WAS THEIR CURSE. 


“And therein was found written, that 
the Ammonites and the Moabites 
should not come into the congregation 
of God forever; because .. . they hired 
Balaam against them, that he should 
curse them.” Thus the first thing the 
gospel does for us is to discover the 
“multitude of our transgressions.” Our 
sins are a “mixed multitudé,” a great 
variety, and are enumerated in “the 
works of the flesh,” Gal. 5:19-21. These 
are a curse to us, and are to be barred 
from our life forever. “He that is be- 
gotten of God keepeth himself, and 
that wicked one toucheth him not,” 


1 John 5:18. Next, they acted upon 
what the Bible revealed to them, and 


SEPARATED THEMSELVES 

They turned out the mixed multi- 
tude. This is conversion demonstrated. 
Justification is that act of God where- 
in we are pronounced innocent. God 
looks upon us as though we never 
sinned; but in order to do this, there 
must be a complete turning away 
from the multitude of our sins. All of 
our sins are turned over to God and 


He hides them from His face in mi 


blood of Jesus. We are saved “from” 
our sins, not “in” them. We quit the 
sinning practice. The mixed multitude 
is put away from us and not permitted 
to return forever. Those who commit 
sin are still under the curse. Justifica- 
tion is something we “obtain” by re- 
pentance and faith, and something 
we “retain” by obedience and faith. It 
is both an instantaneous experience 
and a progressive walk. To make it 
simple, we obtain the state of justifi- 
cation when we turn from sin, and in 
order to retain or keep justified we 
must bear out of our life the mixed 
multitude forever. To let them return 
is to lose our justification before God. 
After separating the mixed multitude 
they discovered 
TOBIAH. 


Who was this distinguished gentle- 
man? Ah, he is found to be the very 
ringleader of the multitude. He was 
an Ammonite; and the record says, 
“He was allied unto Eliashib.” He was 


grandson had married Sanballat’: 
daughter (verse 28), and it is inferred 
that some other part of his family 
had married Tobiah’s daughter. Any- 
way, the priest considered this alliance 
quite honorable, was very proud of it, 
notwithstanding he should have been 
ashamed of it, for it was to his dis- 
grace; for this fond alliance led him 
to “prepare for him a great chamber 
where aforetime they had laid the 
meat offerings, the frankincense, the 
vessels, the tithe of the new corn, the 
new wine, and the new oil, which right- 
fully belonged to the Levites,” verse 5. 
This simply means that Eliashib took 
down the partitions in several of the 
store-chambers in the house of God

and made of them one great chamber, 
a state room for Tobiah. What shall I 
make of all this? Religiously, and ex- 
perimentally, I shall name this Mr. 
Tobiah, carnality, the old man. First, 
he wasn’t discovered until after the 
mixed multitude was turned out. In- 
herited sin is never in view with the 
sinner. He is never discovered until 
after regeneration. Regeneration and 
justification take place at the same 
time in our experience. They are cor- 
related elements of conversion. Justi- 
fication expresses that part of conver- 
sion that takes place in heaven. Re- 
generation expresses that part which 


Orc: place in our heart. At the same 


coment God is pronouncing us inno- 
cent in heaven, His Holy Spirit is re- 
generating our heart. Justification 
produces peace. Rom. 5:1. Justification 
has to do strictly with our actual sins, 
the multitude of our transgressions. 
Inborn depravity, the carnal, sin 
principle, by which we are affected by 
nature (Eph. 2:3), is never in view 
when we as sinners go to God for 
justification. In this, Tobiah is a fit 
emblem. The expulsion of the multi- 
tude left him singular and hidden in 
an inner chamber. Does regeneration 
destroy carnality entirely? No. The 
Corinthians were “babes in Christ, 
and were yet carnal,” 1 Cor. 3:1-3. 
Nothing could make them babes but 
the new birth, regeneration; and yet 
they were carnal. The word “yet” 
points toward another experience 
which eliminates the carnal principle. 
This experience in the Bible isn’t 
limited to any certain term, but we 
generally designate it as “sanctifica- 
tion.” And now concerning this Mr. 

biah who assumed the character- 

ce airs of a fine gentleman. (Neh. 
6:17-19), let us notice as a fit emblem 
of the “deceitful old man,” first 


HE IS ALLIED TO THE PRIEST. 

But only by marriage. He had no 
blood connection whatsoever. He was 
an Ammonite, Eliashib was a Jew. Me- 
thinks I have found here a thought 
worthy of note. Carnality is kin to our 
human nature, but only by marriage; 
that is, it came about when Adam 
our first father broke away from God 
and married the world. Carnality is 
part of our human nature, but not a 
part given of God in the original cre- 
ation. Paul says, “We’re all by nature 
the children of wrath.” Of course, 
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nothing could make us children of 
wrath but sin, and this we are by 
nature; not by something we have 
done, but by nature. Who is to blame? 
Certainly not God. He made us per- 
fect and sinless. Adam sinned against 
God, forfeited his holiness, and be- 
came polluted to the very secret part 
of his heart. We were in Adam ger- 
minally when he sinned, and in some 
strange way the stain of his sin 
touched us, too. We are related to 
Adam in his alienation from God. We 
are, therefore, kin to carnality in rela- 
tion to Adam, not in relation to God. 
It was not in the blood stream origi- 
nally. Carnality is, therefore, a part of 
us that shouldn’t be there. Nehemiah, 
because of this, enquired into the 
family of Eliashib that he might re- 
form what was amiss in him, and so 
heal the STREAM by healing the 
SPRING. And it was discovered that 
many of the Jews had married wives 
of Ashdod, Ammon, and Moab, and as 
a result their children adopted the 
language of the heathens instead of 
that of the Jews: “the children took 
after the corrupt nature.” It means 
then that if we are to please God, and 
not be drawn away by sinward ten- 
dencies “we must crucify the old man.” 
Moreover, 


HE WAS A SWORN ENEMY OF 
GOD’S PEOPLE. 

“When Tobiah, the Ammonite, 
heard of it, it grieved him. exceeding- 
ly that there was come a man (Ne- 
hemiah) to seek the welfare of Is- 
rael.” He fought against the work of 
God with every subtle design he could 
possibly think of. And yet, but very 
strange, he joined the church when it 
was completed. Was he any better 
friend to Israel after joining the 
church than before? Indeed, he was a 
much greater enemy. Herein exem- 
plifies one of religion’s greatest mys- 
teries, when we start toward God, the 
old man fights us with every conceiv- 
able method trying to thwart salva- 
tion in our life; but after the multi- 
tude of our sins has been forgiven, 
Tobiah begins to claim kinship with 
us, and he sues next for a place in our 
religion. But what saith the Scrip- 
tures? “Put ye on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and make not provision for the 
flesh, to fulfil the lust thereof,” Rom. 
13:14. But in the face of this, many 
like Eliashib have 





PREPARED FOR THE OLD MAN 
a great chamber in the temple of God. 
Eliashib entertained him with respect, 
and gave him a magnificent reception. 
Can you imagine the high priest, over- 
seer of God’s house, giving Tobiah en- 
tertainment contrary to the law of 
God? Think of him who should have 
taught the people God’s law, and set 
before them an example of holiness, as 
one that lodged Tobiah in the very 
courts of God’s house. He reminds me 
of what I read in a certain book not 
many days ago. It went like this: “As 
time went on, I began to be again con- 
scious of inward desires toward evil— 
of thoughts that were unholy .... 
each time I claimed it (sanctification) 
by faith, and was brighter for a few 
weeks; but I inevitably again fell into 
doubt and gloom, and was conscious 
of sinning both in thought and in 
word, and sometimes in unholy ac- 
tions, which brought terrible remorse 
. . . what led to this was of too per- 
sonal and private a nature to publish; 
but it resulted in struggle and efforts 
toward self-crucifixion that brought 
disappointment and sorrow of a most 
poignant character; but it showed me 
beyond a doubt that the doctrine of 
death to nature was a miserable 
sophism, and that the carnal mind 
was still a part of my being.” 

He is allied unto Tobiah, related to 
him in marriage, and has decided that 
he must have a place in his life, a pre- 
pared place. But what saith Nehemiah, 
the holiness preacher?—“And I came 
to Jerusalem, and understood of the 
evil that Eliashib did for Tobiah, in 
preparing him a chamber of the 
courts of the house of God. And it 
grieved me sore: therefore I cast 
forth all the household stuff of To- 
biah out of the chamber. Then I com- 
manded, and they cleansed (sancti- 
fied) the chambers: and _ thither 
brought I again the vessels of the 
house of God, with the meat offering 
and the frankincense.” Praise God! 
here is one that threw the old man 
out with all of his house things. This 
is sanctification exemplified perfectly. 

It was next discovered that Tobiah 
and his household stuff had been 

SUBSTITUTED 
for the rightful blessings of the Le- 
vites. When Tobiah moved in, the 
blessings of God moved out. He and 
his household stuff moved into Isra- 
el’s storehouse. No storehouse is large 
enough to hold both Tobiah and his 
furniture and the blessings of the 
Holy Ghost, also. Nehemiah said, “I

As we 
stand, we are a nation of wealth but 
not of truth and righteousness, but we 
are practicing and prospering, and as 
we increase, we sin, and the wages of 
sin is death, but the gift of God is eter- 
nal life. So the only hope for our na- 
tion, or any individual, is God and His 
righteousness, for there is no name 
under heaven whereby man can be 
saved except the name of Jesus Christ, 
and peace and safety is in Him.

perceived that the portions of the 
Levites had not been given them.” It 
wasn’t until after the house had been 
rid of Tobiah, and sanctified com- 
pletely, that Nehemiah refilled the 
chambers. God will fill us with His 
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Spirit only when we empty ourselves 
of the world. The gift of the Holy 
Ghost never has and never will be re- 
ceived until one is first emptied of 
Tobiah and all his household stuff. 

“Why is the house of God forsaken?” 
Neh. 3:lla. The answer is, because 
Eliashib “has made provision for the 
flesh”; and filled the house with world- 
liness, and that which causes the 
curse. Move the curse (the mixed mul- 
titude), then move carnality (Tobiah 
—the cause of the curse), and then 
God will refill the chambers with His 
Holy Spirit, the tithes, the frankin- 
cense, the oil, and the wine. God is 
the same today as He was yesterday. 
The very same power that possessed 
our first fathers in laying the founda- 
tion of this great house will possess us 
in finishing the structure. Their cen- 
tral theme was: “Put away all the 
mixed multitude; get rid of Tobiah, 
the old man; and be filled with God’s 
Spirit.” No better theme can be 
preached.

prayers, besides a little offering. If 
we give largely, we shall receive much. 
Mal. 3:10. Our own special needs could 

be met in this hour with God. 

In our ninth hour, the dinner hour, 
with our whole family assembled 
around the table, six minutes could 
be spent in prayer to fulfil the needs 
of all, each having a request to offer. 

Our tenth hour could be family hour, 
and our six minutes could be offered to 
ask God to take charge of the family 
altar and supply all needs. St. Matt. 
6:26. 

Our last hour before retiring is the 
time for us to pray for our own de- 
sires (Matt. 6:6), and thank God for 
what He has already done (1 Tim. 
4:4). If we have sinned against 
God or man, we must repent and ask 
forgiveness. Rom. 2:4, 11. 

We may put in tithes, we may put in 
offerings, but whatever we put in we 
shall receive. 

Promise to repay more than we have 
given: Mal. 3:10, “Bring ye all the 
tithes into the storehouse, that there 
may be meat in mine house, and prove 
me now herewith, saith the Lord of 
hosts, if I will not open you the win- 
dows of heaven, and pour you out a 
blessing, that there shall not be room 
enough to receive it.” 

Promise to rebuke our enemy: Mal. 
3:11, and notice especially, “And I 
will rebuke the devourer for your 
sakes, and he shall not destroy. the 





fruits of your ground; neither shall 
your vine cast her fruit before the 
time in the field, saith the Lord of 
hosts.” 

Our name in the book of remem- 
brance: Mal. 3:16, “Then they that 
feared the Lord spake often one to 
another: and the Lord hearkened, and 
heard it, and a book of remembrance 
was written before him for them that 
feared the Lord, and that -thought 
upon his name.” 

Verse 17, “And they shall be mine, 
saith the Lord of hosts, in that day 
when I make up my jewels; and I will 
spare them, as a man spareth his own 
son that serveth him.” 

You say tithes means money. Not 
always. Suppose you had no money? 
Does that mean you give nothing? 
Tithes means “that which thou has 
—money, possessions, prayers, abil- 
ity, and talent. 

Then you say that isn’t much pray- 
ing—sixty minutes a day—but do you 
conscientiously pray sixty whole 
minutes a day? Of course, if you work 
out by the day you may have to pray 
your hour all at once. In that case, 
remember our first sixty minutes be- 
longs to God. He wants the first and 
best of everything. He will not accept 
a substitute. So we can’t expect to 
give him a halfhearted sixty minutes 
of our last hour of the day. He won’t 
accept it. Then will God increase us 
until we are ready to burst to over- 
flowing with new wine (Holy Ghost). 
Prov. 3:10. Isn’t that wonderful? 
That is secured by just putting in our 
tithes. Now, how about putting in our 
offering? Rom. 12:1a, “Present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, accept- 
able unto God, which is your reason- 
able service.”

We know that it is God’s will to 
heal just as much as we know that it 
is His will to save. The apostle James 
received the inspiration from God 
when he wrote, “Is any sick among 
you? let him call for the elders of 
the church; and let them pray over 
him, anointing him with oil in the 
name of the Lord: And the prayer 
of faith shall save the sick, and the 
Lord shall raise him up,” James 5:14, 
15b. 

Sickness does not come from God 
a blessing only in a permissive 
se, the same as temptation comes 

O us; and sickness is never a blessing 

to us only as any other temptation or 
trial may be considered a blessing. 
The blessing is in the deliverance and 
healing. Any person who has ever 
experienced the healing touch of God 
knows what a blessing to the soul 
comes with it. Sickness is an abnor- 
mal condition of the body and cannot 
be a blessing from God. Sickness 
comes from the devil and was always 
dealt with by Jesus in His earthly 
ministry as a work of the devil, and 
only in a permissive sense does God 
allow sickness to come upon us, so 
that we may get our mind on Him. 

The Bible nowhere commands the 
use of medicine coupled with prayer 
and faith. Where people do not have 
the faith, and must do something, we 
have no right to say that they have 
sinned because they call a physician 
or use medicine. To say that medicine 
does no good at all is fantastic, and 
if we would only use common sense 
would acknowledge that medical 
nce has done wonders in the med- 
ical realm. We can name hundreds, 
who, under the care of skilled physi- 
cians, have undergone serious oper- 
ations and come through with flying 
colors. However, I will say that it is 
far better to trust in Him who created 
us and breathed into our nostrils the 
breath of life and made us living 
souls. 

We trust Him while we are well and 
enjoying a life of health. He keeps us 
from sin because we love to serve Him 
better. Why not trust Him in sickness 
and disease and let Him help us to 
overcome the devil as He helped Job, 
who was covered from head to foot
